BERLIN, Dec. 6. 4 bitter at- 
tack against England was made by 
Poreign Minister Tchitcherin of soviet 
Russia today in « talk with news- 
paper men at the soviet Embassy.

Tchitcherin arrived here last Wednes- 
day on a trip for his health.
